The document said Yugoslavia 
and the Soviet Union supported 
“ the satisfaction of the legitim ate 
rights of the (Communist) Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of China with re­ 
gard to Taiwan (Form osa) . . ." 
It did not say, however, that Pei­ 
ping should fight for the island 
now held by Chiang Kai-shek’s Na­ 
tionalists. 
The declaration also expressed; 
Yugoslav-Soviet support for R ed ! 
China’s claims to a seat in the 
United Nations. 
Yugoslavia has diplomatic rela 
tions with Red China and in the 
past has backed her bid for ad­ 
mission to the U.N. This was the 
first time, however, that Tito and 
the Soviets have joined in pushing 
Peiping’s dem ands for Form osa. 
In W asiington, the State Depart^ 
m ent declined com m ent on the 
statem ent until it had more time 
to study the document. But offi­ 
cials said privately there seemed 
to be nothing new or startling in 
the declaration. 
The U.S. officials expressed in­ 
terest in Yugoslavia’s comments 
on Form osa, but took the view 
th at the “ vague wording" of the 
text did not necessarily commit 
Tito to support Peiping’s claim s 
to the Nationalist bastion. 
Moscow radio hailed the declara­ 
tion as a “document of trem en­ 
dous international significance". 
The two Communist nations ex­ 
pressed joint support for a settle­ 
m ent for the thorny G erm an ques­ 
tion “ on a dem ocratic .basis, in 
conformity both with the wishes 
and desires of the G erm an people 
jyid with the interest of general 
security."

The son of Thomas and Regina 
Stoffer Rill, he was pronounced 
dead by a physician who was sum­ 
moned from Damascus. 
Columbiana County Coroner E m 
est Sturgis said because of a dip 
in the road, it was apparently dif­ 
ficult for Mrs. Faloon to see the 
dim light of the oncoming cycle. 
The cycle struck the right door 
and rear fender of the woman’s 
1949 sedan the State Highway Pa 
trol at Salem reported. 
A 1953 graduate of Goshen High 
School, the youth was an appren­ 
tice at the Schnell Tool ii Die Co. 
at Salem. His was the lith traffic 
fatality in Columbiana County this 
year, compared to IO this time in

Foreign Aid 
Bill Speeds 
Into House 


$3 Yz Million Measure 
Approved By Senate 
Without Any Slashes 


WASHINGTON UD-President E i­ 
senhower’s 3Mi billion dollar for­ 
eign aid program 
sped to the 
House today after comfortably sur­ 
viving all attem pts in the Senate 
to reduce the total. 
Senate passage Thursday night 
m arked the first time in five years 
a global aid authorization m easure 
has won Senate approval without 
a money c u t Also defeated were 
attem pts to require that a m ajor 
p art of economic aid be m ade as 
loans rather than grants. 
The final vote was 59-18, with l l 
Republicans and seven Democrats 
voting “ no.” The program is al­ 
ready under consideration by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. 
The overwhelming approval rec­ 
orded by the Senate, however, con­ 
cealed a m easure of strong dis­ 
satisfaction on the part of some 
senators who voted for the bill 
TTiey served 
notice they would 
fight to reduce the money total 
in the Appropriations Committee 
and later on the Senate floor when 
the 
forthcoming 
money 
bill 
is 
taken up. The legislation passed 
Thursday authorizes continuation 
of the seven-year-old aid program . 
Actual money to carry it out m ust 
be voted separately. 
Another m atter that seemed cer­ 
tain to play a role in the m easure’s 
ultim ate fate was Yugoslav M ar­ 
shal.Tito’s communique joint state­ 
m ent with Russia Thursday favor­ 
ing “ satisfaction of the legitim ate 
rights” of Red China regarding 
Form osa, the island stronghold of 
Chiang Kai-shek which this nation 
is pledged to defend.

This would am ount to a guar­ 
anteed semi-annual wage instead 
of the full 52-w»'ek pay assurance 
sought by union President W alter 
Reuther. 
Another, but p r o b a b l y less 
serious, stumbling block in solving 
the jobless pay issue in the crucial 
negotiations is the am ount of sup­ 
plem entary j o b l e s s paym ents 
which Ford is willing to m ake.

If the judge feels that the standard fine should 
be increased from $150 to $300 or that a longer 
jail sentence is needed — or both — immediate 
steps should be taken to put them into effect. 
T heres nothing goal that can be said about 
a drunken driver. He not only jeopardizes his 
own life, but those of other motorists doing 
their best to observe the traffic laws. 
With the streets and highways jammed with 
more and more cars each year, it requires con­ 
stant alertness of the most sober driver to keep 
from figuring in some sort of an accident. A 
driver who has been drinking to excess cannot 
hope to cope with the situation. 
Whatever Judge Brokaw can do to correct a 
bad situation will have the blessing of the entire 
community. 


Better Than Nothing 
Bitter critics of the United Nations who in­ 
sist nothing at all would be better than this 
imperfect organization must take a second look 
at Red China’s release of four U.S. aviators 
held prisoner after the end of the Korean War. 
The secretary - general of the U.N., Dag 
Hamnarskjold, opened negotiations for their 
release during a visit to Peiping last January. 
The success of the negotiations was announced 
in a letter to him from the premier of Red 
China. In the same letter, the possibility of 
releasing the ll airmen whose convictions as 
spies has added a complication was mentioned. 
Hammarskjold has hopes, moreover, of bring­ 
ing about the eventual release of all U.S. na­ 
tionals held by Red China — not through an 
inside track or diplomatic hocus-pocus but be­ 
cause as the executive head of an interna­ 
tional organization he has access to diplo­ 
matic channels closed to the United States. 
The tenth anniversary of the United Nations 
is going to be observed this summer in San 
Francisco, where the U.N. charter was draw’n. 
The U N. has not satisfied its critics. It has 
not been able to maintain peace. It has been 
abused and misrepresented, and it has made 
conspicuous errors. But as someone has said 
of women, who do not satisfy their critics 
either, they would have to be invented, de­ 
spite their imperfections, if they weren't al­ 
ready in existence.

ONLY A COMPARATIVELY few 
days after Stalin died, this was 
made clear by the division of

It is the 
same with most of us; we fall into 
a natural habit of seeing the world 
in our image. 
It is no wonder, then, that the 
Russian system, particularly t h e 
relations of party to state, is so 
confusing to Westerners. In a n y 
Soviet country the party is su­ 
preme; the state is held in tutel­ 
age by the party. 
Whoever controls the party is 
master of the state. To him, all 
public officials are subordinate and 
he can remove them as Khrush­ 
chev removed Beria and Malenkov.

Scgrcely a ripple of interest in the improva­ 
bility of the human breed of racehorses fol­ 
lowed three less-than-four-minute miles run by 
contestants in the same race in London last 
Saturday.

Therefore, the West ought to in­ 
sist that Khrushchev be present 
at the four power conference if it 
is to be a meeting of equals. 
The questions to be discussed at 
this Conference are peace, disarm ­ 
ament, atomic weapons, the rela­ 
tions of Red China to the remain­ 
der of the world. After IO years 
the world wants peace on some 
basis. 


OBVIOUSTY. WHATEVER t h e 
United Nations can do, it cannot 
make or maintain peace. That will 
have to be the work of a special 
conference or we shall continue to 
have a cold war with sporadic and 
limited shooting wars like the ones 
in Korea and in Indochina. 
At any rate, we have reached 
the moment when conversations on 
major issues are possible. T h i s 
conference ought to be formal; it 
ought to have an agenda; it ought 
to have some kind of minute. Per­ 
haps at its termination, a treaty 
might be submitted for ratification. 
If peace does not come after this 
four power conference, there can 
be little hope for peace in our 
times. 
The question will be what will 
the Soviet Universal 
State de­ 
mand. At that conference, Russia 
will not only represent itself, but 
all the Communist countries, in­ 
cluding Red China. The demands 
may be more than can be met. 
And the West needs to make one 
big demand and that is that the 
Marxists cease their work of pene­ 
tration into other countries.

Workers also says the legality of 
guaranteed annual wages

/doubt. “The UAW proposal,” he 
explained.” provides 
that where 
state laws forbid 
unemployment 
insurance payments to GAW re­ 
cipients, 
the company 
and 
the 
union would join in an effort to 
have them changed ” 
However. 
w h i l e 
legislators 
were being urged to change the 
laws, the employers 
would 
be 
ordered by UAW to pay the full 
amount the 
worker 
should 
re­ 
ceive. This would 
give 
legisla­ 
tors a stranglehold on employers, 
obviously. That is why the ques­ 
tion of GAW’s legality under state 
laws is troublesome. 
The hitch in the laws is that 
they forbid unemployment insur­ 
ance payments 
to 
workers 
re­ 
ceiving pay from employers. 
“ Despite the absence in the ma- 
joiity of state unemployment in­ 
surance laws of specific reference 
to employer payments for 
time 
not worked.” sayd the Labor De­ 
partment study made in 1953, “ all 
state security agencies currently 
seem to regard such payments as 
wages and consider recipients of 
them not to 
be 
‘totally 
unem­ 
ployed.’ Hence, workers who have 
received such 
weekly 
payments 
in an amount equal to or in ex­ 
cess 
of 
their 
weekly 
benefit 
amount have been declared ineli­ 
gible for any state benefit that 
week. 
Those 
who 
received

smaller employer payment have 
received only the difference be­ 
tween that 
payment 
and 
their 
weekly benefit amount.”

states,

showed, had unemployment laws 
that would seem 
specifically 
to 
outlaw 
the 
UAW’s 
combination 
plan: 
Connecticut forbids 
state 
pay­

severance pay or “ any payment 
by

compensation 
for 
wages.” 
Indiana says 
its 
state 
board 
must deduct from w eekly benefits 
any 
payments 
“ for 
time 
not 
worked.” Pennsylvania says there 
can be no state money “ if com­ 
pensation is paid or is payable. 
Minnesota goes farthest of all 
by saying there can be no bene­ 
fit* for a worker receiving “com­ 
pensation for loss of wages under 
other insurance or funds 
estab­ 
lished and paid for by the em­ 
ployer.”

cited, 
administrative or court rulings. 
Most of them involved the GAW 
plan in effect at the Quaker Oats 
Co. Only in New York was the 
ruling favorable. 
The New York board ruled for 


i six workers who received 70 hours 
pay under the Quaker GAW plan 
in a month when they did no 
work. It held that, since the pay­ 
ments were equivalent to flay for 
two 35-hour weeks, the men were, 
1 “ totally unemployed” during the 
remaining two weeks of the month 
and entitled to insurance pay on 
that basis.

ned any state payment to a Quak­ 
er Oats’ worker there. 
In Pennsylvania the issue was 
posed by a professional baseball 
player claiming he was “ unem­ 
ployed” during the winter season. 
There the board ruled that his an­ 
nual earnings, pro-rated over 12 
months, exceeded 
unemployment 
pay and that therefore he 
was 
ineligible. 
“ All such decisions,” the Labor 
Department survey said, in con­ 
clusion. “ held that a recipient of

payments 
is

‘totally unemployed.’ Thus it ap­ 
pears that at the present time 
such a claimant could at 
best 
receive only benefits for partial 
unemployments.”

War I. 
Opportunities for expression of 
the moral force of the American 
nation come all too rarely to an 
American president. Wilson's only 
mistake was that, after a few ad­

fluence world opinion again in be­ 
half of his ideals but succumbed 
to the pressures of a small con­ 
ference at which the atmosphere of 
secret bargaining and trading de­ 
prived him of his leverage on world 
opinion.

Normandy Coast in 1944. His pres­ 
ence would bring back memories 
of the victory insured for Britain 
and the liberation achieved f o r 
France. It might also remind peo­ 
ple behind the iron curtain, includ­ 
ing those of the Soviet Union, that 
it was the solidarity of the war­ 
time alliance which made possible 
the defeat nf the common enemy. 
There are, in fact, so many im­ 
plications of possible benefit all 
around if Eisenhower decided to 
go to the countries whose top lead­ 
ers are to participate with him in 
the conference “ at the summit” 
that it would appear certain he 
will accept the invitations that are 
bound to be extended to him. 


THERE IS ALWAYS the prob­ 
lem of not offending the countries 
whose heads of state would also 
invite the President—for example. 
West Germany and Italy. It is also 
conceivable that some of the stra­ 
tegists in the Soviet Union might 
see the advantage of extending an 
invitation, too. 
But Eisenhower would be able to 
accept only those requests which 
came 
from 
Great 
Britain 
and 
France because the work in prep- 1 


aration for the Four Power con­ 
ference must primarily be under­ 
taken with the heads of those two 
countries. There would be no time 
for extended visits. 
If he came to London and Paris, 
he would in a sense be helping to 
prepare for the work of the con­ 
ference itself. He would be meet­ 
ing with the leaders in those two 
countries, and his main objective 
would be to cement the western 
alliance in advance of the Four 
Power meeting. 
Whether 
the 
conference 
itself 
reaches agreements of practical 
value, there is no doubt the oc­ 
casion will provide an opportunity 
for a restatem ent of ideals and for 
the crystallization of a common 
viewpoint in the worldwide cru­ 
sade for peace. 
The Four Power conference may 
find its western sponsors with a 
stronger influence than they ex­ 
pected to wield — which, indeed, 
can happen if the moral values 
inherent in the western position are 
profoundly and unequivocally ex­ 
pressed.

Every time I have a chance or 
can 
make 
a 
chance 
to 
find 
out about the other fellow’s job, I 
reach the same conclusion: 
His job is interesting. He never 
should be bored while doing it. 
Then I make the same reserva­ 
tion about the conclusion I have 
reached — that he probably does 
get bored while performing it be­ 
cause he does not see it in perspec­ 
tive. He gets into a rut so deep 
he can’t look out of it. 
During World War II, there was 
a psychological gimmick used in 
some of the airplane factories. It 
was simple and obvious, but it 
worked. 
Workers who had been confined 
to one duty in one department were 
encouraged to look at the finished 
planes as they flew away, to get 
perspective on the importance of 
their duties. 
The same idea has been applied 
successfully 
in 
many 
manufac­ 
turing operations. Workers whose 
duties keep them in a rut of repe­ 
tition have been encouraged to get 
widely acquainted with the duties 
of other workers in the same plants 
and other plants. 
In some cases families have been 
encouraged to learn more about 
what their breadwinners were do­ 
ing on the job, so their perspective 
can be added to the perspective of 
the breadwinners. 
If I had the opportunity and the 
time. I can think of nothing that 
would be more interesting than to 
spend at least one day a month 
learning about other people’s jobs 
and how the jobs fit together to 
make a product or a service pos­ 
sible. 
And I am certain if this could be 
done widely there would be a no­ 
ticeable letup in the boredom and 
disinterest which have become ma­ 
jor problems for management. 
Management 
rarely 
has 
this 
problem, itself, because it is in a 
position to see the whole picture. 
But even management can profit 
by learning more about the other 
fellow’s job, its headaches,, its ad­ 
vantages and how it fits into the 
general scheme of things. 
The paradox of the intricate and 
fabulous American economy t h a t 
doe* so much for so many i* that 


it gives rise to so much boredom 
among the millions who perform 
the innumerable tasks which keep 
it going. 
This week I had the privilege of 
learning about the jobs of men in 
an industry I never had looked at 
before — the manufacturing of ce­ 
ment. I suppose some of them were 
bored, as we all are after doing the 
same things ov^r and over, day in 
and day out, year in and year out. 
But from an outsider’s point of 
view, everything they were doing 
was endlessly interesting. Perhaps 
that is the way they would feel 
about 
the 
newspaper 
business 
where, as the saying goes, "You* 
meet such interesting people.” 
Sometimes you do. I did. For the 
time-being. I am committed to the 
proposition that it would be fun to 
make cement. I’U stay that way un­ 
til I have the opportunity to learn 
about some other people’s jobs.

There are some interesting paral­ 
lels between Dr. Jonas P. Salk, 
discoverer of the polio vaccine, and 
his great predcessor, Dr. Jenner. 
Both were dedicated scientists 
who liked to follow their own ideas. 
♦Dr. Salk found the answer to 
polio in infected monkeys. Jenner 
found the answer to smallpox in 
a mild relative of the disease in 
cows. 
Dr. Salk felt so certain of his 
polio vaccine he inoculated his 
own children with it. The second 
person Dr. Jenner inoculated with 
his smallpox vaccine was his only 
son. (Dr. Jenner had had the dis­ 
ease in youth, and therefore could 
not test it on himself.) 
The Jenner vaccine technique 
was improved by subsequent in­ 
vestigation. But even now. through 
some biological freak, a real case 
of smallpox although usually mild 
will occasionally crop up follow­ 
ing vaccination. Even a pinprick 
sometimes leads to death. 
But U. S. authorities once vac­ 
cinated 3,515.000 residents of the 
Philippine Islands without a fatal­ 
ity. Where vaccination is compul­ 
sory, smallpox is almost non-exist­ 
ent. Wherever vaccination isn’t en­ 
forced, the number of cases of 
smallpox rises and it becomes a 
menace again. 
If the Salk vaccine now follows 
the same steady curve of mass 
performance achieved by the Jen­ 
ner vaccine, a quicker public ac­ 
ceptance and modern medical re­ 
sources should make it possible 
within a generation or less to list 
polio and smallpox where they both 
belong — among the diseases of the 
past.

Nannie Doss, who adm itted giving 
ra t poison to four of her husbands, 
Thursday was sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment. She was sentenced for 
the death of Samuel Doss, 58, of 
Tulsa after she pleaded guilty. 
D istrict Judge Elm er Adams who 
pronounced sentence had the choice 
of giving the giggling, gum-chew­ 
ing 49-year-old woman death in the 
electric chair or life. 
Doss died Oct. IO and Mrs. Doss 
was arrested in November. Since 
then she has been committed to 
a state m ental hospital for 90 days 
of observation, gone through a san­ 
ity hearing and entered the guilty 
pleas. 
She said she killed Doss because 
he was “ peculiar” and refused to 
let her visit neighbors to watch 
television, m ade he#r retire early 
and denied her the use of an elec­ 
tric fan. 
A D istrict Court jury found after 
only 15 minutes of deliberation that 
the jolly grandm other was legally 
sane and should stand trial for 
m urder. Her guilty plea followed. 
She has been charged with the 
four husbands’ deaths and with that 
of her mother. Mrs. Doss denied 
any connection with tile l a t t e r 
death. 
Toxicologists’ 
r e p o r t s 
showed all five died of poisoning. 
All the deaths were after 1945. 
The pudgy Mrs. Doss, who said 
she disposed of her late m ate by 
feeding him poisoned prunes and 
coffee, is accused of killing Frank 
Harrelson, husband No. 2; Jack­ 
sonville, Ala.; Arlie Lanning, No. 
3, Lexington, N. C.; Richard Mor­ 
ton Sr., No. 4, Em poria, Ran., and 
the m other, Mrs. Louisa H a z e l , 
Lexington. 
Her first spouse, Charley Braggs, 
lives at Alabama City, Ala. 
Before police completed an in­ 
vestigation of her m acabre past, 
the bodies of nearly a dozen rela­ 
tives and acquaintances were ex­ 
humed for examinations.

Limber Joints Help Retain Young Feeling

IT TAKES SO little exercise to

excellent, but rather rugged. Ef­ 
fective easy exercise is to sit on 
a table and swing the legs freely 
back and forth, using knee joint*. 


THE HIP JOINT is the ball-and- 
socket type, permitting free move-;

full range of motion, stand holding

A lifting side movement is a well 
known exercise termed the “Cross- 
to-Fly.”

S w i n g 
arms out to sides, going up on 
toes. For good measure, pull slim 
through the middle. 
The waist isn’t a 
joint, 
but 
stretching does help k e e p the 
waist slim and limber — which 
is all important to feeling young. 
The knee acts much like a hinge 
joint, and permits deep flexion 
(knee bending). Since the knee is 
a weight-bearing joint, it is well 
to know the position of strength for 


knuckles, then stretch out. Bend! 
wrist up and down. . .bend elbows. 
To exercise ankle joint, pull tocsi 
up and then stretch out with toes. > 
Sometimes the limitation to joint' 
flexibility lies in tense or strained j 
muscles. Corrective exercises are 
needed, and these^should be super- 
v i s e d . Training in relaxation is < 
also necessary.
